The first of these bodies is Repub- 
lican bs a large majority, but the 
Senate is "conservative," or anti-Re- 
publican, although it is claimed that 
before 1880 it will be radically Re- 
publican. It is rather a remarkable 
coincidence that in March, 1879, a 
transfer of political power should 
simultaneously occur in both tbe 
American and French Senate, and 
that that coincidence should be fol- 
lowed in 
November 1880, by a 


change in tho Presidency of both na- 
tions, and which are the two leading 
Republics in the world. The United 
States of America and tbe Republio 
of France, we are pleased to add, 
are staunch friends, each endeared 
to the other by mutual respect and 
sympathy, and the perpetuation of 
which may be termed "a fixed fact." 
There are no territorial complications 
nor partisan animosities to produce 
hostile feelings, and the friendship 
of tbe two, born hi revolution, and 
cemented on the battle-field, should 
continue for all time.

pistol, fired three shots at him. 


Barlow dodged behind the stove and 
managed to keep oat of range of two 
of the bullets, but the third struck 
him on the right side of the chin, 
penetrating to the windpipe. 
Rob- 


ertson was immediately arrested by 
officers Lamb, Avery and Themes 
and lodged in jnil. 
The wounded 


man was taken to Dr. Dawson's of- 
3ce and that surgeon gave him such 
attentions as he required. 
It is a 


very painful, bat only a flesh wound. 
Our reporter visited Robertson in the 
jail to get his side of the story. He 
claims that they had had difficulty 
two or three weeks before, and that 
Barlow had made derogatory state- 
ments concerning him, and that while 
he was quietly talking with some 
friends that Barlow had struck him 
from behind, felling him senseless to 
the ground, and that immediately 
npon recovering he rmhed into the 
saloon and commenced firing, with 
the determination of killing him. 
Baalow elates that the attack was 
made for no cause whatever. 
We do 


not desire to prejudice any one in 
the matter, and simply add that the 
truth will come oat in the Courts, 
and to these tribunals we leave the 
matter. 


BABLOW's CONDITION. 


Later last evening the doctor in 


formed us that the ball had glanced 
from the left jawbone downward and 
was lying against the main artery, 
and that the case was a very serious 
one indeed, owing to the danger nec- 
essarily incurred in probing for the 
ball.
